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Are Newspapermen Citizens 
Of the United States? 


* It is no longer an academic question as 
to whether the State of New Jersey recog- 
nizes the Bill of Rights as part of its laws. 

Not only did Mayor Hague of Jersey City 
say quite brazenly this week “I am the law 
here,” but the injunction which has just 
been handed down in Bayonne against mem- 
bers of the Newspaper Guild flouts every 
fundamental right of American citizens. 

Chaficellor Charles M. Egan, of Jersey 
City, Mayor Hague’s town, has issued an 
injunction Against striking Guild members 
which forbids these employes of the Bayone 
Evening Times from “carrying on a strike,” 
from talking to any employes about the 
strike, from picketing,.end finally and most 
outrageously “from making any effort to 
compel the complainant to enter into any 
contract with any or all of the defendants.” 

In short, Chancellor Egan of Jersey City 
reduces the employes of the Bayonne Times 
to serfdom and slavery. They cannot dare 
to act as human beings or American citizens. 
It has become a crime even to request the 
newspaper publishers to sign contracts with 
their employes in Bayonne, New Jersey! 

Such is the “freedom of the press” which 
the publishers have in mind when they argue 
that unionism among newspapermen is “a 
menace to a free press.” 

Freedom for the publishers means free- 
dom to ride rough-shod over the democratic 
rights of their employes, freedom to concen- 
trate the press into the hands of a few pow- 
erful financial interests, freedom to control 
the opinions of the country. 

The New Jersey injunction is an outrage 
which must find its answer in the indigna- 
tion of the people. 

If Chancellor Egan ean get away with 
an injunction like that against newspaper- 
men and newsboys, then the Constitutional 
Bill of Rights becomes a dead letter in the 
State of New Jersey, and no one will be safe 
from tyranny of these tin-horn Hitlers across 
the Hudson. 

For civil rights, for labor rights, and for 
the freedom of the press, the Bayonne in- 
junction must be wiped out. New Jersey la- 
bor and New Jersey progressive opinion have 
the job of proving that the Bill of Rights 
still exists in their state.
